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At a meeting of the Board of Gover- 
nors, which took place ôn Friday, the 
formal resignation of Sir William 
Petersen as Principal and Vlce-Chau- 
eellor of the University was read. As 
it was upon the advice of bis medical 
advisers that Sir William took this 
step, there was nothing for the Board 
to do but to accept the resignation, 
although with the deepest regret. The 
Governors expressed an appreciation 
of the long and distinguislted services 
which the retiring Principal has ren- 
dered to 'the University and to the 
cause of education generally. A fuller 
appreciation ot the work will be sub- 
mitted by the Governors in due course 
to the Corporation of the University. 

At the same meeting the Board of 
Governors also authorized the an- 
nouncement of the offer to, and ac- 
ceptance by, the Right Hon. Sir Auck- 
land Geddes, K.C.B., M.D., of the posi- 
^ tion made vacant by Sir William 
I Peterson's resignation. It is expected 
! that Sir Auckland Geddes will assume 
' the duties of his new position on the 
j first of October. 

Unconfirmed rumours haid stated 
I during the past two weeks that the 
position had been offered to Sir Auck 
land Geddes, andJience It was assumed ■ 
by many about the college that Sir 
William Peterson's recent illness 
would incapacitate him from continu- 
! ins to exercise his duties as Principal, 
; The confirmation to this surmise, 
while not coming as a great surprise, 
will nevertheless be à «ouroe of deep 
regret to all those who arc familiar 
with the career of the Principal and 
the splendid work he has carried on 
while at McGlll. 

Sir William was born in Edinburgh 
on May 29, 185G, the firth son of John 
Peterson, merchant, Leith. It w»s at 
the Royal High School in Edinburgh 
that the Principal commenced the edu- 
cational career in which he has been 
so pre-eminently successful. Sir Wil- 
liam proved a scholar of high promise, 
and this was subsequently justified by 
a brilliant career at the university. He 
graduated" in 1875, and, although the 
youngest finalist of that year, succeed- 
ed in carrying off, at the head of the 
list, first-crass honours in classics. He 
was also successful ill obtaining the 
Greek Travelling Scholarship, and for 
some time thereafter studied at the 
University of Gottingen under the 
famous Prof. Sauppe. 

Returning to Scotland, Sir William 
was elected to the Mackenzie Scholar- 
ship at Edinburgh for exceptional abil- 
ity in classical and English literature, 
and shortly afterwards gained an open 
scholarship at Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford. • In 1876 he took the Ferguson 
scholarship in classics, which is com- 
peted for by students from the four 
Scottish universities. At Oxford he 
continued his brilliant career, and was 
placed in the first class in classical 
moderations and in the fina* school in

In the McGill Calendar, 1918-19, a 
new course has been outlined, leading 
to the degree of Bachelor of House- 
hold: Science. The course consists oi 
two years in the Faculty of Arts, B.A. 
or B.Sc., at McGill In first and second 
year subjects,' of which Chemistry, 
Economics and Biology are strongly 
recommended. The third and fourth 
years are «peut at Macdonald College 
in advanced Domestic Science studies 
in foods, household and institutional 
management, etc. This course is a 
parallel to the degree of B.A. in 
Household Science at Toronto /Uni- 
versity, and it aims to revive and far 
outstrip the old normal course at Mac- 
donald in turning out highly special- 
ized university graduates to take up 
work in the many spheres now open 
to workers trained along these lines.

Licut.-Col. K. M. Perry, Sci. 08. Receives D.S.O. With Two Bars— Lieut-Col. Donaldson G«ts One 
Bar to His— Acting Capt. "Jimmy" Lalanne Receives Bar to M.C. for Exceptional Leadership 
—Several Other Grads. and Students Get M.CYs and Notices for Valour. 
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SIR WILUAM PETERSON — AN APPRECIATION. 

The announcement that Sir William Peterson had resigned 
1'rom the position of Principal of the University, while it hardly 
came as a shock to the students of McGill, in whose minds the 
memory of the recent severe stroke suffered by Sir William is 
fiesh,, will, nevertheless, be received with the liveliest regret. Per- 
haps, during the last few years, most of us were too busy with our 
own interests and with the overshadowing matter of the world 
war to take the time to sit back and think over the character and 
achievements of our late Principal. Now that there is time for 
us to do so, we must be filled with admiration of the man and 
his work. 

At a college, such as McGill, where there is little, save com- 
mon conditions, to hold the scattered faculties together, the need 
as great for a man at the head of affairs, who shall be truly re- 
presentative of the whole, without emphasizing unduly any par- 
ticular division. During his term of office at the university 
Sir Willianrhss done mucli to bind the component parts moie 
closely to one Another. ~ -WhnVheHs himself ^classical scholar 
of note, he has never failed to recognize the importance in the 
curriculum of the study of- Applied Science and Medicine. It is 
to him above all others that we owe the preservation of the con- 
nection between McGill and Macdonald College. Sir William has 
shown himself a man of essentially broad mind and capacity for 
understanding other points of view than his own. 

In his dealings with the undergraduate body, Sir William has 
invariably shown the greatest consideration and tact, and has 
helped with his presence to enliven many a student function. He 
has given the men of the various faculties good cause to feel 
proud of their representative on all public occasions. While dis- 
playing scholarship of the highest order he has gained the repu- 
tation of an able administrator as well, while as a public speak- 
er he has few equals; his addresses to Convocation were always 
models of well-directed eloquence. 

An Imperialist to the core, he has ever striven to tighten the 
bond of union between McGill and the great universities of the 
mother country, without forgetting the importance of fostering 
cordial relations with the other great English-speaking race. In 
the war he saw an opportunity for a closer welding of the units 
of the British Empire, and worked his hardest to aid in bringing 
this end about. 

With a soldier son of his own overseas, Sir William showed 
the keenest pride in the splendid record of McGill's sons in the 
struggle with the Hun, and one had only to be present at one 
of the Convocations, held during the course of the war, to realize 
how much he suffered at the thought of the terrible sacrifices 
made by the university, in sending her bravest and best to the 
slaughter for the cause of right. 

In saying good-bye to Sir William Peterson, the whole of the 
college, students and professors alike, is conscious of a loss which 
it will take a long time to repair. All that remains for us to do 
is to express the gratitude we feel for the services he has ren 
dered us during his principalship, and give him our best wishes 
for health and success in the future. 





The Distinguished Service Order 
with two bars was conferred upon 
L'.eutenant-Colonel Kenneth Meikle 
Perry, Arts '00, Sci. '08, at Bucking- 
ham Palace on March 31. Lleutcn- 
ant-Coloncl Perry, who is one ot the 
two McGill men to hold the D.S.O. 
with two bars (the other being Lieu- 
tenant-CoJoncl C. M. Edwards, or the 
38th Canadians), is the officer com- 
manding the 13th Battalion Royal 
Highlanders of Canada. With till,; 
unit ho went overseas in 1914 as sub- 
altern. Four times wounded in the 
heavy fighting through which he has 
passed Blnce February, 1915. Llout.- 
Col. Perry Is one of two 13lh orig- 
inals who arc returning to Canada 
with that battalion. He has gradu. 
ally risen from lieutenant to lieuten- 
ant-colonel, and is considered one of 
the most efficient battalions com- 
manders in the First Division, having 
succeeded to the command of the 13th 
last year, when Lieut.-Colonel G. Eric 
McCua'.g, Sci. '07, was promoted to the 
rank of brigadier-general. He is a 
son of Commissioner Perry, of the 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police, and 
was an officer of the 5th Royal High- 
landers of Canada before going 'over- 
seas. ' 

Particulars are now available, 
through the channels of the official 
Gazette, of the exploits which won 
decorations for various McGill gradu 
ates and undergraduates just prior to 
tho signing of the armistice. The 
following are the citations: 
Bar to the D.S.O. 
Lt.-Col. Anson Scott Donaldson, 
D.S.O., Mod. '01, 3rd Field Amb., Can. 
A.M.C., for conspicuous gallantry and 
devotion to duty This officer was in 
charge of tho evacuation of the for- 
ward area, and showed great initiative 
in establishing dressing stations and 
collecting posts directly in rear of the 
advancing infantry. He kept in touch 
with the battalion and succeeded in 
evacuating tho casualties almost as 
soon as they occurred, in spite of 
heavy machine-gun and shell fire. 
(D.S.O. gazetted, 3rd June, 1918). 
Distinguished Service Order. 
MaJ. Norman Fraser McCaghey, M.C, 
Sci. '16, 52nd Battalion, Can. Infy., 
Man. R. For conspicuous gallantry 
and devotion in a successful attack, 
when his f'.ne courage and initiative 
were the outstanding features of the 
occasion. During the enemy count- 
er-attack, when his company was 
greatlly outnumbered, he exposed him- 
self fearlessly in steadying the line, 
during which time he was severely 
wounded, and ills splendid example 
largely accounted for the enemy's 
complete defeat. 

Bar to .Military IJross. 
Lt.- (A. Capt.) James Arthur La- 
lanne, M.C, Arts '17, Dili Battalion, 
Can. Mounted Rifles. During the 
whole advance, a distance of -1,500 
yards, he maintained complete control 
over his company. Under a severe 
machine gun barrage, he went along 
the line directing his men, enabling 
them to overcome the enemy and cap- 
ture the machine guns. The excep- 
tional qualities ot leadership he dis- 
played and his example were an in 
spl ration to all ranks ot nis company 



(M.C. gazetted 26th July, 1917), 
Military Cross. 
Capt. Sidney George Baldwin. Med.

As 
soon as he had attended to those ho 
pushed forward across the open and 
assisted those who had fallen. His 
services were most valuable, and his 
work of a very high order.

Capt. Victor Eugene Duclos, Arts '15, 
24th Bn. For conspicuous gallantry 
and devotion to duty In an attack. On 
two occasions during the advance his 
company was held up by machine- 
gun fire and its flanks exposed. This 
officer, by his personal dash and in- 
itiative, outflanked and captured the 
guns. His handling of his company 
was magnificent, and his great cour- 
age was an inspiration to his men. 
ne Pressed the Wounded. 
Capt. David Dawson Freeze, Med. 
'12, Can. A.M.C, attd. Royal Can. 
Regt. In an attack he displayed 
great courage in dressing wounded un- 
der heavy shell and machine-gun fire. 
He followed close up with the bat- 
tallion In the attack, and, in the most 
exposed position, ho continued to 
dress the wounded and organize car- 
rying parties, so that all the battalion 
casualties were evacuated in very 
short time. After the objective had

France ds going to be endowed with 
b new university, founded at Beaune 
by the American G. H. Q. for the bene- 
fit of the 40.000 American soldiers who 
are to remain in France until the de- 
finite conclusion of peace. 

Beaune, the sleepy little town of 
the Department of Cote d'Or, cele- 
brated up to now for its beautiful old 
bospice and as the native place of tho 
at mathematician Monge, who ac- 
ompanled Napoleon on his Egyptian 
campaign, will rank amongst the 
famous university towns of France. 
Needless to say, the French civil popu- 



lation of tne old city are extremely 
interested and slightly perturbed by 
tho scheme which, for an unlimited 
number of months, is to transform 
their provincial surroundings into 
a teeming centre of intellectual effort 
and life. The Beaune University will 
very naturally be run on the Ameri- 
can system, and will consist of 14 
colleges in which students will be 
able to take courses in mechanics, 
philosophy, chemistry, medicine, jour, 
nalism, literature, in short, all the 
natural sciences and arts. In order 
to gain admission students will have 
to agree to attend the courses regit 
larly for four months, and this will 
all count to the good when they re- 
turn to their universities in America. 

This temporary university will bo 
under the direction of Mr. Ersklne, 
rector of Columbia University, whilst

Prince Edward Island has given the 
most clear-cut objective of an Imml 
gration policy. In 1901-1911 the 
population of the Island declined 10.- 
000, from 103,000 to 93,000. In the 
i "Garden of the Gulf* there are no 
I abandoned farms. The diminished 
population cultivates the land less 
, thoroughly. The land requires more 
, extensive cultivation In smaller farms. 
! With proper cultivation the Island 
[should carry a population of 400,000. 

Quebec— The Province of Quebec, as 
a whole, does not move rapidly away 
from lime-honored methods of farm- 
ing. No estimate <s forthcoming as 
to the extent to which more popula- 
tion may be carried on existing farms. 
The Lake St. John region is capable 
I of considerable increase in population, 
I and In the country tributary to the 
Temiskamlng and Northern Ontario 
Railway, and the Transcontinental 
Railway, there is room for many more 
settlers. 

In Ontario, the appropriation of the 
Provincial Government of five million 
dollars for a settlement scheme in 
New Ontario, where sixteen million 
acres of fertile clay lands are being 
bisected by two transcontinental rail 
ways, indicates that this province has 
a large receptive capacity for immi- 
gration. The clay belt is the only 
part of Ontario demanding for more 
people on the land. The discovery of 
this enlargement of capacity has co- 
incided with a drain to the West, 
which has not been confined to tho less 
favoured localities. 

Manitoba. 
Metropolitan Winnipeg Una .largely 
Influenced Manitoba situation. It im- 
parts to the province the advantages 
and disadvantages that attach to the 
principal distributing point of Immi- 
gration to the prairie provinces. 

Saskatchewan is the greatest wheat 
producing province in the British Em- 
pire, feels the need of people almo.se 
as much as ever. When wheat ts 
a sure crop the holding of vacant lands 
for rises in value is a positive detri- 
ment to development. Diminution of 
free land will create new conditions. 

Alberta's situation to immigration 
it duplicated in Saskatchewan's cause. 
The Alberta Government has donu 
more to attract people than Saskat- 
chewan, because immigration proceeds 
from East to West" mainly, Coal 
fields, in the future will produce spe- 
cial 'industrial development. 

In British Columbia the principle 
of provincial responsibility for provln. 
c'.al expansion is exhibited strongly 
in B.C. Its mountainous configura- 
tion, its miner resources, its contact 
with trans-Pacific trade, the heavy 
prices of land, the high prices of all 
labour, the complexity of lis coloured 
labour supply, the great cost, and wide 
area of railway construction to serve 
a comparatively small producing popu- 
lat'on, and tho concentration of popu- 
lation In coast cities, combine to dis- 
tinguish the province from every othev 
In the Dominion, and to make the Im- 
migration of producing white people 
I to ft of double fundamental import- 
I ance. 

I Now, having studied the demands of 
the various provinces, let us take no- 
tice of the recent Immigration statis- 
tics of Canada, and from, that let us 
form a conclusion to the subject just 
discussed. 

Total Immigration to Canada from 
January 1, 1807, to March 31, 1918, in. 
creased from 21,716 to 79,074, reach- 
ing a maximum in 1913 to ij 402,432. 
During the above period 1S% were 
British, 27% Americans, and 29% from 
other countries. 

Those figures harmonize with the 
views of Canadian immigration 
schemes, that is, to have the bulk of 
our immigrants from Great Britain 
and United States. 

If we continue to pledge ourselves 
to such a policy, might well, may we 
look forward to the time that Canada 
shall be, as Lord Grey predicted, 
"Canada tho centre of the Empire, the 
leader of Britannic nations."

(Continued from Pago 1) 
departments in Household Science, and 
there is always an opportunity here 
for girls with a training In this sub- 
ject. In the new course at Mac- 
donald, the theory of education ana 
practice teaching has a place on the 
curriculum, so that one holding the 
degree of B.H.S. will have no difficulty 
in obtaining a position as teacher in a 
school or even in a college. Then, too, 
there Is an excellent opportunity for 
extension workers. This 'Includes 
travelling about the country organiz- 
ing clubs, demonstrating in canning,] 
school lunches, etc., and many other 
lines of community work. For ex 
ample, the organization of Quebec 
Homemakers' Clubs. In short, It 
means bringing the benefits of the col- 
lege courses to the women who have 
no opportunity to learn them at col- 
lege or elsewhere. 

Tho present administrative course 
at Macdonald fits the student for tho 
work of dietitian in hospitals, colleges, 
or other institutions. The new course, 
In that the student has had a good 
foundation and a more advanced train- 
ing, enables the graduate t> undertake 
more specialized dietary work, not| 
only in hospitals, but as doctors' as- 
sistants In making chemical and bac- 
teriological tests, lor In outlining 
special diets for patients suffering 
from diseases of metabolism. In the 
United States, the office of consulting 
and visiting dietitian has ibeen estab- 
lished In some cities. This corres- 
ponds somewhat to the position of dis- 
trict nurse. The dietitian visits the 
homes of the foreigners, teaching the 
wolnen ho w to op end tholr money to 
the best advantage and to manage 
their households like eood Canudlan 
housewives. Sho also helps some at 
the less efficient Canadian housekcep 
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Gym. Classe». .

More 
over, a real town of wooden huts, pro- 
vided with large airy avenues planted 
with trees, has been erected at Allery, 
a suburb of Beaune, where more than 
1,000 wooden sheds will serve as labo 
ratoriea, reading-rooms, gymnasiums, 
and class-rooms. This novel and pic 
turesque university will also be pro- 
vided with a large model farm, on 
which agricultural students may pur- 
sue their studies, while others who are 
attracted more by Intellectual accupa- 
tiicns will find ample matter for con 
si deration in the 500,000 volumes al 
ready placed at their disposal by the

SIR. WILLIAM'S CAREER 

IS A NOTABLE ONE 

(Continued from Page 1) 
the second. 

After completing his Oxford course, 
securing the degree of Bachelor v of 
Arts, Sir William was appointed assist- 
ant to. the professor of humanity in 
Edinburgh University, a position which 
he hold for two and a half years. On 
the inauguration of University College, 
Dundee, in 1882, Dr. Peterson was un- 
animously appointed principal and 
professor of classics and ancient his- 
tory. From that year until 1895 he 
held these three conjoined posts, with 
what success tho Dundee Advertiser 
bears witness iu its issue of May 17, 
1S95: 

"In the community, and especially 
among those who take an interest in 
the prosperity of University College, 
the announcement of Principal Peter- 
son's contemplated departure for Can- 
ada will be received with feeling of re- 
gret. He will bo greatly missed. At 
the present juncture, when the affairs 
of the institution are in an unsettled 
state, the retirement of one who baa 
all along worked with zeal and energy 
on behalf of the college, who has been 
at once the champion and tho guldo'of 
Its policy, Is little short of a misfor- 
tune. One satisfactory feature about 
It is that the principal's resignation 
does not take immediate effect. For 
several months he will remain at the 
head of the college, and during that 
time a remedy may be found for exist- 
ing difficulties, and he may have, as he 
himself puts It, 'a share in discovering 
and applying it.' In the thirteen years 
that have elapsed since his appoint- 
ment to the position of principal, he 
has gained many friends; his work 
has been of such a character as to win 
for him the respect of all, and the 
prospect of future usefulness on his 
part was Tcganded with confidence by 
every one acquainted with his many 
excellent qualities, and who had ex- 
perience in his wisdom and counsel, 
his sagacity and buoyant perseverance. 
At the same time the signal mark of 
honour which has been conferred upon 
him by his appointment to such an im- 
portant office as that of Principal of 
McGiil University, which is above all 
others the most Influential educational 
Institution in Canada, cannot fall to be 
gratifying to the Principal himself and 
his numerous friends and well-wishers. 
In his new sphere he will bring to bear 
ln the discharge of the duties ripe 
knowledge, business tact and generally 
administrative ability of a high order, 
and his success and that cf McGiil Uni- 
versity may be looked upon as as- 
sured." 

Sir William became Principal of Mc- 
Giil in 1895, in succession to Sir Wil- 
liam Dawson, retired. Principal Daw- 
son came to Montreal in 1855 with a 
reputation as a geologist, the friend of 
Lyall and Logan. The movement which 
has put the sciences on a par with the 
classics as branches of collegiate in- 
struction had just begun. It might have 
been expected that Sir William Daw- 
son would lend his Influence to the 
side of science ln the controversy 
which existed. But, in his opening ad- 
dress, the new Principal of 1855 made 
it plain that, as head of an institution 
like McGiil, he would see justice done 
to every branch of liberal education. 
He took pains, indeed, to give the study 
of natural science Its rightful place in 
the Arts curriculum, and to provi-lo 
chairs for special sciences, but lie also 
distinctly asserted his respect for the 
learning of Greece and Rome, and for 
the great literatures of modern times. 
Sir William Dawson, during his prlncl- 
palshlp, showed no disfavor to letters, 
Nor has Dr. Peterson^ on editor of 
classics, shown disfavor of science. 

"While I have been teaching classics," 
he said at the commencement of his 
career as Principal of the University, 
"it must not be supposed that I am not 
ln sympathy with a full and round cur- 
riculum which will give the student a 
thoroughly modern and scientific edu- 
cation. On the contrary, I believe the 
classics to be necessary in the teach- 
ing of any country, but I would not 



give them that place which would re- 
strict or retard the teaching of science. 
It is sometimes found" that when one Ts 
a specialist, say, a physicist or a nat- 
uralist, he is apt to be so devoted to 
the one study as to somewhat lose 
touch with and sympathy fer the other 
branches of knowledge, which do not 
seem to him to have the same import- 
ance with those studies which be has 
made peculiarly his own. But," with a 
smile, "we have laboratories on the 
other side, and we give a thorough 
scientific training, and I hope I am 
broad enough to be interested in the 
work of the university as a whole. I 
recognize the need of a thorough sci- 
entific training as well as of giving 
duo place to the classics. 

"I would never think of departing 
from the lines laid down by Sir Wil- 
liam Dawson, and which has given 
McGiil an honoured name. I do n.t 
come to uproot at all. How foolish it 
wculd be of me to think of such a 
thing! I came to carry on tho work as 
my predecessor has carried it on, with 
such conspicuous success. Do not be 
afraid that I intend to overturn any- 
thing. But I must first knew before" 
I say much. And as I say, I am a 
stranger, who has u> lava a gi-aat 
dèal." 

It has been this policy which Sir 
William has steadfastly pursued. He 
has followed in the footsteps of Sir 
William Dawson wherever such nct:on 
was compatible with present-day con- 
ditions. 

Principal Petersons loyal feelings 
for the Empire, his great efforts to In- 
spire loyalty In others with a desire 
to do their "bit" in her cause, received 
fitting and deserved recognition when 
he was created, first, Commander of 
St. Michael and St. George in 1901, and 
then Knight Commander of St. Michael 
and St. George in 1915. These honours 
Indicate fully the admiration that the 
Principal's work has called Berth In 
Great Britain. 

Sir William holds the honorary de- 
gree of LL.D. from St. Andrews, Prince- 
ton, New Brunswick, Yale, Johns Hep- 
kins, Pennsylvania, Queen's, Aberdeen, 
Toronto, Harvard, and Trinity College, 
Dublin; the degree of D.Litt. from Ox- 
ford and Durham, and that of Doctor 
Lltteraruin Classicarum from Gronln- 
gen. 

Principal Peterson's publications In- 
clude the following: Quintllian's Insti- 
tutes of Oratory (1891) ; The Dialcgus 
of Tacitus (1893); The Speech of Cicero 
for Cluentius (1895); The Clunl MS. of 
Cicero (19011, and Cicero's Verrina 
Grattons (1907). 

Who's Who tells us -that his recrea- 
tions are golf, billiards and curling, 
and that his clubs are the Savllle, 
London; the Royal and Ancient, St. 
Andrews, and the University and 
Mount Royal, Montreal. 

Sir William is a member of the Es- 
tablished Church of Scctland.
